Texarkana, Tex., Dec. 7.—City At­

TEXAS POPULATION 
NEARLY 4 ,OOO,M O 


■Washington, Dec. 7.—The 
popula­ 
tion of Texas, as ascertained by the 
I thirteenth census, is 3,896,542, a gain 
of 27.8 per cent over the census of 
1900, or an increase in inhabitants of 
847,832. The population of the state 
in 1900 was 3,048,710, which was a 
I gain of 36.4 per cent or 813,187 over 
th* previous census. Thus it will be 
seen that in the past ten years Tex­ 
as gained 34,619 more inhabitants 
than it did in the previous ten years. 
From Sixth to Fifth Rank. 
By this showing Texas goes from 
sixth and fifth rank in population dis 
placing Missouri, which ten years 
ago was fifth in size of population. 
The steady forging ahead of Texas 
since the Civil war is shown by the 
census returns for the past fifty 
years as follows: 
In 1860 it was twenty-third in rank 
in 1870 nineteenth, in 1890 eleventh, 
in 1900 sixth and in 1910 fifth. The 
increase in inhabitants and percent­ 
age since 1900 of the four states 
which are still ahead of T xas are 
as follows: New' York 1,866,385, or 
25.4 per cent; Pennsylvania 1,266,966 
or 21.6 per cent.; Illinois 817,011, or 
16.9 per cent, and Ohio 609,576 or 
14.7 per cent. , 
The keenest interest prevailed her* 
tonight among Texans in the census 
returns 
and the sentiment every­ 
where is one of disappointment that 
the 4,000,000 was not reached. The 
principal 
causes 
assigned 
for 
the 
failure to go up to that mark is the 
drain on pants of Texas which the 
development and settlement of Ok­ 
lahoma has made in the past ten 
years. The census shows that Oklaho­ 
ma, in fact, made a greater gain in 
the decade than did Texas, her in­ 
crease being 866.764.
